Word has reached us of the resignation of

Weekday Religious Education 


Weekday religious education continues to ex- 
pand despite the threat of one legal action 
after another which hovers over the movement 
like an umbrella of death. One such legal 
action is now waiting final decision by the 
United States Supreme Court. This is the so- 
called "Brooklyn Case" which already had 
been given aclean bill of health by the 
lower and intermediate courts in the state 
and which received a six-to-one favorable 
decision in the New York Court of Appeals 
last July. The case was then appealed to

the United States Supreme Court which heard 
the arguments on January 30, 1952. 


Defense briefs were filed by the New York 
City Board of Education, the Commission of 
Education of the State of New York, and the 
Greater New York Coordinating Committee on 
Released Time. The National Council of 
Churches voted to file an amicus curiae 
brief but permission to do so was refused by 
the Court. This refusal wes in accordance 
with anew rule which was also applied to 
other groups including those opposing the 
weekday program. The attorneys general of a 
half dozen states, who are excepted from 
this rule filed amici curiae briefs in be- 
half of. the program, | wee

PUBLIC RELATIONS 


The success of any camp 
is determined by its program and the inter- 
est of the camper and the general public in 
that program. Therefore, there is no sub- 
stitution for good programing and excellent 
leadership, plus carefully planned sites. 
However, in addition to these basic items it 
is important that the camp leadership plan 
an effective program of promotion and publi- 
city. In the book edited by John A. Ledlie 
and Ralph D. Roehm entitled HANDBOOK OF YMCA 
CAMP ADMINISTRATION, the following items are 
indicated: 


1. They suggest the use of a camp booklet 
that tells the story of the program and ac- 
tivities of the camp. Quite frequently this 
is done in camp by certain church camps. 
Sometimes it is more elaborate and becomes 
an advertising brochure for the camp. Fre- 
quently it is in a 54 x 84 size, illustrated 
with line drawings, and mimeographed. It 


gives details of the progran, something 
about the traditional background of the 
camp, and provides an excellent osientation 


for the campers. 


2. Newsletters or bulletins provide an 
excellent opportunity for calling the atten- 
tion of the public to the camp. These could 
include at least a series of quarterly let- 
ters which would carry news concerning camp- 
ers and progress of camp improvements. 
Sometimes these bulletins list the home ad- 
dresses of the leaders and give advance 
notice of reunions. 


3. Many camps provide for birthday cards 
which are sent to campers on their birth- 
days. This is continued over a period of 
years, whether or not the boy or girl re- 
turns to camp, and builds a wealth of good- 
will. Many church camps provide a special 
Christmas card which includes pictures of 
the camping experiences and a hearty greet- 
ing for the season. 


4. "Memory books" are suggested, of the 
autograph type, which can be made up in camp 
itself or provided through commercial firms. 
The craft shop provides an excellent way of 
getting these "memory books" made, and if 
there is a photographic interest group pic- 
tures can be made for the entire camp. 


5. News releases are also suggested. The 
average city newspaper is not too interested 
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in the happenings within one camp. However, 
an article on the values of camping, for 
example, might be of interest to the Sunday 
paper. On the other hand, small-town papers 
are more receptive and are particularly in- 
terested in what happens to a town boy or 
girl. This is especially true if pictures 
are availabie. 


6. Periodicals. Here the church has an ex- 
cellent opportunity, and each state camping 
program would do well to provide pictures 
and stories for its own state paper and for 
such publications as BAPTIST LEADER, YOUNG 
PEOPLE, CRUSADER, WATCHMAN-EXAMINER, and 
MISSIONS. If you have an outstanding story 
which should be told, the best procedure 
would be to check through the Department of 
Camps and Assemblies so this article would 
have relationship to other articles which 
are planned. Camp leaders should know that 


there is a special series of articles each 
year in our Baptist publications, deliber- 
ately geared to camp promotion. You will 


find them, for example, in the April issue 
of CRUSADER, in the May and June issues of 
BAPTIST LEADER, and in one of the fall is- 
sues of MISSIONS.

7. Photography important 


place in each camp and many camps provide 
the campers with a group photograph of all 
campers. 


Colored slides provide an excellent oppor- 
tunity for telling the story of the church 


camp and can be sent from church to church 
in your area at little cost. The motion 
picture also provides an excellent medium 


for this type of publicity. It is sometimes 
Suggested that the motion picture be shown 
and then that the colored slides be shown 
with discussion. This is particularly help- 
ful if both the motion picture and the col- 
ored slides are in the general area of camp 
programing so that a question concerning the 
slides would relate to the motion picture. 

8. Again the book suggests the extensive 
use of posters and exhibits, and attention 
to reunions and rallies. Particularly in 
the east, where distances are not great, the 
camps find a great use for reunions and lit- 
erally hundreds come together to renew ac= 


quaintances and to prepare for the coming 
season, 
9. It is further suggested that the camp 


develop its relationship to the parents. In 
local situations where it is possible for 


parents to get together during the year, such 
‘meetings will be found valuable. There is 
also the possibility of having a meeting of 
the parents when they come to camp on visit- 
ing day. This provides an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the interpretation of the pur- 
poses of the camp. 


10. Information for parents. Church camp- 
ing has used this item with a great deal of 


Success. For example, “Camping for Your 
Child," which is provided by the Judson 
Press, is a leaflet designed for distribu- 


tion to parents. It is "A word to parents 


about camping." 


We hope this résumé of the very interesting 
book, HANDBOOK OF YMCA CAMP ADMINISTRATION, 
will encourage you to put it on your library 
shelf. It covers the entire problem of ad- 
ministration as related to the YMCA, is pub- 
lished by Association Press, and costs $4.50.
